Tbirtccu JTIen Killed and Other* In- 


jured by a Katlroad Tralu. 


Jersey City, N. J., Nov. IS—Thirteen 


were killed and 
seven 
injured this 


morning, having been struck by an 
east-bound Pennsylvania railroad train 
on the meadows east of the Hacken- 
sack river. They were employes of the 
Pennsylvania road and were hit during 
a thick fog. 


Physicians immediately went to the 


scene and the wounded were brought 
to the hospitals here. 


A fog had delayed the train and the 


engineer was trying to make time. 
Suddenly the engine jarred and cries 
were heard. The passengers aided the 
trainmen in searching for the victims, 
which was no easy task as the fog was 
so thick they had to feel their way. 


A train had just passed on the other 


track and the smoke which settled on 
the eastern track further obscured the 
view of the approaching- train, while 
the rumble of the cars just passed 
prevented the workmen, from hearing 
the other train approaching. 


They were 20 in the gang and not one 


escaped injury. Great excitement was 
caused here when the engine which 
killed the men reached here. The cow- 
catcher and pilot were red with blood 
and there was a severed hand on the 
cowcatcher.

OCR ANSWER TO SPAIN. 


ConumlMloner* 
Will 
Not Inrolvo 


United State* In Spain'* Debt. 


Paris, Nov. 18—The United States 


commissioners are devoting today to 
tormuiating their next presentment 
for the consideration of the Spanish 
commissioners. While they are reti- 
cent as to their intentions it may be 
said without reserve that the time is 
near when the exact peace terms ac- 
ceptable to the Americans will be laid 
before the Spaniards with a time limit 
for its acceptance. 


The American commissioners will not 


Involve the United States in any obli- 
gation to the creditors of Spain in any 
form. They may now debit to Spain 
the value of the Maine and cost of the 
naval and military operations and 
losses to American commerce and the 
future 
pension roll, while crediting 


Spain with her equities and value in 
the Philippines. 


If a difference exists in favor of Spain 


this amount in cash will be offered 
her at the next joint session. There 
may be a. balance of J20,000,000, possi- 
bly less.

Washington, 
Nov. IS—The cabinet 


session today was devoted to a large- 
extent to consideration of the com- 
plaints alleging a stare of practical 
anarchy that prevails in Porto Eico. 


These allege that the lawless ele- 


ments are committing depredations 
and the seriousness of the situation is 
increased by the misconduct of the 
American troops. 
The president di- 


rected Secretary Alger to cable General 
Brooke inquiring as to the accuracy of 
the complaints. 


The two new points laid down by the 


Spanish peace commissioners in the 
answer presented by them at the Wed- 
nesday's session of the joint commis- 
sion will not be permitted to hang up 
the attitude of the United States com- 
missioners. These points were in sub- 
stance that the Spaniards could not 
permit any question to be raised as to 
the authority of the Spanish govern- 
ment to pledge the resources of the 
Philippines to meet the Philippine loan, 
and they could not permit an account- 
ing of the method in which the pro- 
ceeds of this loan had been expended. 


There is reason to oelieve that the 


Spanish purpose is to conceal enor- 
mous defalcations by Spanish officials 
who have governed the Philippines 
since the issue of the loan. The osten- 
sible purpose is to be able to plead in- 
ability to state what the "pacific ex- 
penditures" have been on account of 
the Philippines, which was all that the 
United States proposed to reimburse 
them for. 


Our government, however, in an- 


ticipation of some such evasive deal- 
ings, has prepared the American com- 
missioners with instructions which ex- 
actly meet the case. They know ap- 
proximately just about the value of 
the betterments in the Philippine is- 
lands, having ascertained this from 
private 
but 
thoroughly 
reliable 


sources. Knowing this, they can afford 
to ignore entirely the efforts of the 
Spaniards to becloud the fact* and will 
adopt the simple expedient of profer- 
ing a lump sum. 


In Gin haui Today. 


Washington, Nov. 18.—The war inves- 


tigation 
commission 
adjourned at 4 


o'clock yesterday to meet in New York 
today. After concluding the work in 
New Tork the commission will proceed 
lo Boston, and returning, will stop at 
Philadelphia to make certain inquiries 
ithere. It is also expected thait a number 
of witnesses will be called after the re- 
turn to Washington, and if the commis- 
sion does not go to Cuba some persons 
there will fee asked to come here. Gen- 
eral Denby will remain in Washington 
while the other members are absent and 
will take the testimony of such persons 
as may ask to be heard. 


Win Soon Be In Cuba. 


Waehingrton, Nov. IS —The movement 


of United States troops to Havana prov- 
ince will begin within 10 days. The oc- 
cupation of Cienfuegos is also receiving 
attention. General Snycler will com- 
mand the first brigade which lands in 
that province. He will be followed soon 
afterwards by Major General Wileon and 
the First corps. Nothing has been heard 
of the detachments of the Eighth calvary 
which sailed for Neuvltas and Puerto 
Principe, for there is no telegraph com- 
munication with that part of the island.

The hall was crowded 
with colored1 people, with a sprinkling oi 
whitest A number of prominent white 
citizens sent letters, instead of appearing 
in person, commending the o>bject of the 
meeting. During the wait for the speak- 
ers a white man with long, flowing hair 
arose in nis seat in the center aisle and 
shouted: "Oh, if we only had a William 
Lloyd Garrison, a Wendell Phillips, or an 
Abraham Lincoln jit thi^ time.." 


This evoked tremendous applause. 


Later on T. T. Fortune took the presiding 
officer's chair. Mr. Fortune in a lengthy 
address told of the race troubles in the 
south. Among other things he said: 


"We come here to protest against 


mobocracy; against the white ruffians 
who claim to be the vice-regents of God." 


Ebenezer D. Bassett, former minister 


to Hayti, declared that the purpose of 
the meeting was not to indulge in in- 
temperate language, but to protest 
against "the outrages In North Caro- 
lina." 


The following resolutions were adopted 


with a lengthy preamble: 


Resolved, That we, citizens of Greater 
New York, protest against the rioting 
and revolution which have disgraced the 
etates of Nprth Carolina and 
South 
Carolina, and which has been contrary to 
the letter and spirit of our institutions 
and calculated to subvert the guaran- 
teed rights of citizens and to damage 
the good name, reputation and cred'it of 
the republic at home and abroad. 
Hesolved. That we feel that the gov- 
ernors of North and South Carolina are 
censurable for tReir failure to suppress 
the said rioting and revolution within 
their states and for their failure to in- 
voke the aid of the federal authority If 
they were unable or unwilling to cope 
with the condition of affairs. 
Resolved, That we deplore as 
un- 
American and provocative of endless 
friction and contention the antagonism 
to race and color, which alone appears 
to have caused the said rioting and revo- 
lution in North and Soutli Carolina, and 
that we Insist upon it that the just rights 
of all citizens under the constitution 
•hall be respected as the only safeguard 
•gainst lawlessness, and as Ihe only 
guarantee of orderly government, and 
(that we appeal to the conservative, law- 
abicling and Christian people of the re- 
public to assist In the creation of a pub- 
lic opinion which shall compel those in 
[authority to enforce the law and to se- 
cure to each citizen adequate protection 
of his life and property In the exercise of 
his manhood and citizen's rights under 
thf> constitution. 
"Resolved, That as the states of Mis- 


elssfppi, South Carolina and Louisiana 
have, by constitutional enactment, dis- 
franchised more than half of their popu- 
lation, v.-e demand that the basis of rep- 
Iresentation of these states in congress 
and electoral college be reduced in the 
proportion which we nu'mbar of such 
male citizens *hall bear to the number 
of malf citizens 21 years of ai?e, as made 
and directed by section 2 of article 14 of 
the federal constitution.

A woman .who is uot connected 


vrith tlie stage complained to tho police 
a few days ago that she hud been robbed 
tif several thousand dollars' worth of 
jewelry by u man who entered her 
house nod iutiiuiduted her by threaten- 
ing to §bc»t her. She gave a ?"Jrly 
comprehensive description of tho mail, 
bnt she could suggest uo clew to hia 
identity. Tbe woman's neighbors vouch- 
ed for her possessing a lot cf valuable 
jewelry, and the womau herself waa 
authority for tbe statement that it had 
been stolen. There was no reason to 
doubt her story. So far as the police 
could find out the womau had nothing 
to gain by telling such a story, if it 
were untrue, aud they stirred them- 
selves vigorously. They discovered lat- 
er, however, that about four years ago 
this fiaiuo woiuuii had bueu robbed of 
her jewelry in a similar manner, and 
that uo jdevy could bo found to tho 
thief, .ThJ.B cja.nx'peiied their enthusiasm 
ill this case. They don't say that tuo 
jewelry was not taken away, but they 
intimate very plainly that they dou't 
expect to catch, the thief. After discuss- 
ing this jewel robbery, a headquarters 
detective said: "Thehardest jobs which 
wi> ,.b#ve. are , the .attempts to solve 
crimes ttiat"tieve'r''nave been committed, 
in which the alleged victims are almost 
always women. Sometimes they are 
found bound and gagged, and they tell 
of masked men who robbed them. Again 
they have been chloroformed and rob- 
bed or held up at the point of u pistol. 
They sometimes confess that the whole 
atory^was fiction. Occasionally the mo- 
tive is a desire for sympathy, bnt I 
have had many euoh oases in my own 
experience where the facts have dem- 
onstrated that the woman's story waa 
untrue, but where no motive for it 
could be found. Some of the womea 
really believe the stories that they tell." 


Magistrate and Hat Thief. 


When John Erikine, a Bowery tramp, 


was arraigned in the Essex Market 
court for etealing a bat from a push 
cart in Hester street, Magistrate Flam- 
mer adjusted his glasses and gazed at 
Erskine abont a minute without saying 
a word.

THE SPONGE. 


It It Doctored to Be an Animal, Hot S3 


Plant. 


Tho average person if questioned would 


probably answer that the sponge is a sort 
of marine plant. This is an error. The 
sponges aro animals—this fact admits of 
no doubt, according to the famous Cam- 
bridge congress of zoologists. The sponge 
of commerce, us everybody knows, grows 
rooted anil Used to tho ocean bed. This 
faut alone lias suggested that it must bo a 
plant, for the jxjpuiar idea of an animal is 
that it moves about. But corals and sou 
anemones, not to apeak of the living ani- 
mal colonies called zoophytes tbut grow in 
festooned masses on shells or bud forth 
like lir treys in miniature on stones, are all 
animals, though they masquerade in tho 
verisimilitude of the plant world. 


The sponge we use in our houses is the 


dried horny skeleton of the living animal. 
There nre some sponges—for the family ia 
a big one—that ha?2 no skeleton at all. 
There aro others that develop hard parts, 
composed of Inne, and others again that 
make a support of flint, and in the fossil 
record these living and flinty sponges aro 
common enough. 


The living parts of all sponges consist 


of masses of protoplasm, and it is not at 
nil an unreasonable conception of any 
sponge to regard it as a colony of such 
masses united together and by their co- 
operation carrying on all the vital work 
that appertains to the society. 


The puzzle about the sponges has arisen 


in connection with their place in tho zoo- 
logical scale. Two opinions have been ex- 
pressed about them. The first holds that 
they are colonies of tho lowest forms of 
animal life, and if this opinion be deemed 
worthy of acceptance then our sponges 
will be sot down among that collection of 
animal groundlings known to science as) 
the protozoa. 


Hero are grouped all the lowest animal 


organisms, including tho chalk animal- 
cules, tho amoeba animalcules and the 
like, and the sponge in this view of thing! 
is a kind of compound aiureba. This last 
is an animalcule always on the move, ita 
boily composed of a spook of living matter 
that flows from one shape to another as Is 
moves through the world it finds in 
ter drop

Stamford K;if!les, who in 181H was govern- 
or of Beneoleen, in Sumatra

Suddenly they alighted upon a flower of 
prodigious size and repulsive odor, more 
than a yard across anil weighing 15 
pounds. Its color was a light orange, mot- 
tled with yellowish white, tho whole thing 
Hvul and visited by can-ion infects. Later 
investigations showed tho plant to consist 
of flower alono, directly parasitic on a spe- 
cies of oissus. It never had stem or leaves 
of its own. The famous Robert Brown 
bestowed tho numn on the plant rafllesia- 
urnold, uoruuiemortitilig thus the titles of 
both discoverers

in essentials. Their growth occupies but 
n few mouths. Thoy first appear as knob- 
like protuberances protruding from the 
bark of various species of cissua 


Thy flowers remain expanded only a few 


days, then becoming a disgusting mass of 
putridity. As in tho similar case of ono 
well known carrion flower, tho insects, at- 
tracted by tho odor, also assist in the pol- 
lination. These parasites flower at a dif- 
ferent time from the host plants, thus 
making their own blcsscms more prom- 
inent. They have been cultivated in vari- 
ous botanic gardens, especially in tho east. 


This plant is among the giant flowers, 


ranking in size with the great water lily 
of the Amazon and with sornoof the huge 
tropical nroids. A peaflower in Trinidad 
is said to be several feet in length, its ban- 
ner or upper petal being alone a foot long. 
Tho range from these titans to the almost 
invisible flower of water starwort is tre- 
mendous, but tbe little is fashioned as 
carefully as tbe great. Nature leaves no 
corner unfinished for tbe reason that it ia 
minute.—Providence Journal.

An old gentleman in the north of Lon- 


don has been making a series of interest- 
ing experiments with a view to finding a 
solution to tho question often asked, 
"What becomes of the countless myriads 
of pins, etc., that are annually lost?1' 


As he expected, he finds that it is the dis- 


integrating effects of the air which resolve 
even these intractable little instrument! 
into their elements. He put some hun- 
dreds of brass and steel pins, needles, hair- 
pins, etc., in a quiet corner of his garden, 
where they would be subject to all the de- 
structive agencies of dampness, earth, 
.vind, etu., although secure from the pred- 
atory hands and disturbing feet of inquis- 
itive intruders. 


The results are curious. Ordinary hair- 


pins were the first (taking 154 days on an 
average) to oxidize into a brownish rust— 
ferrous oxide—which was scattered by the 
wind us it was formed, and not a trace of 
a single one could be detected at the end 
of seven months. Common bright pin» 
took as long as 18 months before their 
combustion was complete, but brass ones 
had been entirely turned into green verdi- 
gris long before that. 


Polished steel needles of a small size 


lasted a very long time (over two years 
and a half), but a black lead pencil proved 
itself to be practically indestructible, both 
cedar and plumbago being almost as good 
as when new. even though harder things 
had quite rotted.—London Standard.

Among painters 
the prodigy of prodigies was Sir Thomas 
Lawrence. One of his earliest pictures, 
it is said, was produced in 1775. Quite 
early enough, for the lovely cherub who 
painted it was then six years old.

Our Exports to Canada. 


Ho depressing effect is apparent in 


the export trade between Canada and 
the United States from the operations of 
tbe new tariff law, which went into ef- 
fect Aug. 1. This law gives an advan- 
tage of 25 par cent on exports from 
Great Britain and its colonies and re- 
quires goods from the United States to 
pay S3 1-3 cents higher tariff than those 
from other countries. It also provides 
that when tbe customs tariff of any oth- 
er country is made favorable to Canada 
tbe duties upon the products of that 
country shall at once be lowered one- 
eighth and after the expiration of one 
year a further reduction of one-eighth 
should be made. 


Exports into Canada of the principal 


articles of merchandise from Great Brit- 
ain for August, 1898, were 11 per cent 
in excess of tbe same class of articles 
last year, when tbe tariff advantage 
was only 12J^ per cent, and are actual- 
ly leas than in August, 1896, when DO 
Advantage was given on British exports, 
while those from tbe United States are 
12>£ per cent greater than in August, 
1897, and 35 per cent more tban for the 
lame period in 1896. Tbe fact that the 
advantage thus given to goods imported 
into Canada from Great Britain waa 
expected to affect manufactures givea in- 
terest to the following figures, which 
show tbe imports of leading articles from 
the United States and Great Britain for 
August during tbe last tbree years: 
Those from Great Britain in 1896 were 
$1,805,100; in 1897, $1,500,700, and in 
1898, $1,656,800, while those from the 
United States tell a different story, as 
follows: In 1896, $779,091; ia 1897, 
9718,599; in 1898, f 1,015,638.

1»B. PARKER'S STATEMENT. 


John Parker, 
candidate 
for the 


mayoralty nomination, has given to the 
public through the columns of The 
Transcript a statement of the personal 
platform on which he seeks nomina- 
tion. In this statement Mr. Parker has 
shown himself more wise than have 
some of his supporters in previous 
efforts to appear in print. His position 
is clearly, cleanly stated, and gives 
him a more dignified standing than 
he was in danger of finding himself in 
If he allowed his lieutenants to state 
end mis-state his case. 


Mr. Parker makes a plea that is cal- 


culated to appeal to voters who do not 
•top to think of all that it implies. Mr. 
Parker says that he "will" do this, and 
he "will" do that The things that he 
"will" do are things that all would 
like to see done in a way that shall act 
for the best interests of the city. 


It is a plea written, however, from 


the point of view of the spectator, and 
not entirely from the point of view of 
a mayor. It shows that it was written 
to please the discontented ones who 
understand more of how a statement 
sounds than of how It works. Mr. 
Parker's statement is theoretical, but 
practically it must stand against 
Mayor Cady's record. The latter made 
but one statement when he was a can- 
didate. It occupied about three lines 
of newspaper type, and it was to the 
point. The record that he has made is 
the answer to the city of how he has 
fulfilled the spirit of uis statement. 


He has worked along the lines of 


ehorter hours for city laborers, public 
improvements distributed for the best 
Interests of the entire 
city, and 


economy. The voters \vill decide the 
question of candidates on the basis of 
an honest record opposed to a gallery 
statement. 


MISCHIEVOUS CLASS LAWS. 


The proposition made seriously by 


Writers in recent magazines, to dis- 
qualify ministers of the gospel to hold 
office is mischievous and un-American. 
We have yet to hear a tenable argu- 
ment in support of it, and yet it is 
championed by a few misguided per- 
sons as though it involved the preser- 
vation of our civil rights from a sinis- 
ter attack from ambuscaded foes. 


The average minister of the gospel 


is an educated gentleman and invaria- 
bly a good citizen. He respects the 
laws of the land, pays his taxes, helps 
maintain good order, and exercises the 
franchise of suffrage intelligently and 
independently. We know of nothing 
in which he neglects to better the 
community in which he resides. 


His ecclesiastical office is recognized 


by the state only in. so far as he is 
clothed with authority to solemnize 
the marriage ceremony and covenant. 
There is nothing in this ofilce which 
Is Incompatible with the holding of a 
civil office. He may unite man and 
•woman in marriage, but he cannot 
disunite them. His ecclesistioal au- 
thority doesn't extend to the courts. 


The attorney-at-law ia an officer of 


the court and consequently an officer 
of the state. He cannot solemnize 
marriage or divorce those joined by 
others, although in his professional ca- 
pacity he is frequently called upon to 
promote both extremes for the protec- 
tion of society. His relation to society 
differs only in kind from the relation 
of the clergyman, but nobody ever 
thought of disqualifying lawyers from 
holding public office. 


It is little short of the ludicrous, In 


this day and age, to talk seriously of 
legislating against a class. It smacks 
too much of bigotry and Intolerance. 
Ministers of the gospel will never bo- 
dome popular candidates fpr public 
office, but even if they would they 
might have a salutary influence in pu- 
rifying politics and fumigating corrupt 
legislation. 


There Is no better argument for dis- 


qualifying preachers against sitting in 
the legislature or holding public office 
then there ia against disqualifying 
ahocmakers or locomotive engineers. 
Those who advocate such a preposter- 
ous proposition are animated by nar- 
row and miserable motives only.

Cleveland, Nov. 18.—Senator Hanna 


waa asked yesterday if be desired to 
make any statement in regard to the 
recent interview wUIch had been siven 
to the public as coining from him.

"As I was misquoted, I now state that 


I consider the Dingley bill the most 
scientific and be»t adjusted tariff bill 
ever enacted; that I would be the last 
person to disturb its operations; that 1 
believe it will bring a larger revenue 
to the country than was claimed for it, 
and will remain in force for many yearn 
and be changed only by the Repub- 
lican party when the requirements of 
the country demand it. 
As to the wai 


tax, I believe that some features of it 
will remain as a means of revenue tn 
provide for expenses of the government 
and contingencies. 
I did atate that, 


owing to the benefits of the protective 
tariff, our 
manufacturing 
industries 


have reached the point for the first time 
in the history of the country wh«n out 
exports of manufactured goods have 
exceeded our imports. 
This means a 


reduction of revenue from imports, and 
until made good from increased voluma 
of. business the deficiency must be sup- 
plied from other source*, and I suggested 
tea and coffee, which can be made, in my 
opinion, a source of revenue (when re- 
quired) without any great hardship to 
consumers. 
I am a protectionist in 


principle, and have grown stronger in 
the belief from object lessons Which ar« 
multiplying every year."

It is truo that "Fatty" is an American 


and not a Briton. It is true that he is much 
younger than tho immortal person whose 
second matrimonial venture lod to so 
much philosophizing regarding "wuldors" 
in general and in particular. It is truo that 
"Fatty" has altogether too much wealth 
ever to need to drive a coach for a living 
and that ho was born into this world too 
lute to follow that calling, anyway.

He was 
then little more than a boy, but his tend- 
ency to rotundity bad already manifested 
Itself to such an extent as to make him 
altogether tho funniest feature of the oc- 
casion when ho drove bis horses into the 
ring. His appearance was heralded by 
shrill yells and cheers from the attend- 
ants, among whom be bad distributed 
handfuls of beer money, and before their 
cries had died away the entire vast amphi- 
theater had broken out In a roar of spon- 
taneous laughter. 


The "Patty" Bate* Smile. 


It was then thnt horse show habitue* 


got their first sight of the "Fatty" Bates 
smile. He showed not the slightest trace 
of resentment at the fact that the multi- 
tude took him for the biggest joke of the 
occasion. On the contrary, ha enjoyed it 
quite as much as any one present, and that 
eniilo, beginning under tho shadow cast 
by his wido brimmed coaching dicer, 
trickling over a broad stretch of ruddy 
cheek, expanding a mouth not too small 
in any circumstances and losing itself 
somewhere in the back of the neck, made 
It clear to every ono that he was the very 
essence of good humor. 


And as ho drove dashingly round the 


ring, handling the ribbons with an ease 
and a confidence that had not yet been 
matched by any of the exhibitors, he won 
for himself a degree of respect among the 
spectators that was quite on a par with the 
regard they already felt for him as a mirth 
provoker. Ever since that time "Fatty" 
Bates has been exactly what he now is, a 
combined joko for the delectation of the

NKW YOKK, Nov. l — In the wreck 


of the ill fated Mohegan on that point 
of rock known to channel seamen as tho 
Lizard, the thousand, faugcd, pitiless 
coast of Cornwall claims one more vic- 
tim quite iu keeping with her past dark 
history. The Lizard, standing midway 
in that stretch of stormy water between 
the Eddygtone light and Land's Kiii'l, 
stretches out into the English rhaiiiiol 
like a gaunt hand, ready to clutch and 
crush any distressed ship that wind or 
fog may have brought ont of her regu- 
lar course. Whatever tho craft, bo it a 
groat hurrying Atlantic liuor or a 
clumsy little Cornish fishing yawl, 
should she verge however slightly out 
of her regular channel course she must 
beware of the perilous Lizard. 


But last August, when I chanced to 


be in the south of England, I picked up

a few significant hints about even darker 
things that take place along the coast of 
Cornwall. I was told that it was an old 
practice among certain Cornish coast- 
men to deliberately attempt to lead ves- 
sels upon tbe rocks at night by means 
of "lure lights" for the sake of the 
plunder that could be washed up during 
the ensuing day. 


"But it ain't the dirty weaiher," said 


a rough coast guardsman whom 1 in- 
duced to become reminiscent as he knit- 
ted his tanned brow at some strange 
craft that came swinging up the chan- 
nel. "It ain't tbe dirty weather as al- 
ways brings wrecks on this coast." 


Then, after all, the gentle art of ship- 


wrecking had not passed away with the 
pirates of Penzance, as most of the 
world seems to have thought. I pressed 
the coast guard far particulars. 


"Well," he said as he put down his 


glass, "I know this coast pretty well, 
and it seems to me these Cornishmen 
are born wreckers. It's bred in the bone 
with 'em, and they can't stop it them- 
selves, so we have to try and do it for 
'em. 


"Any coast guard along this shore 


will tall you that they carry it on now 
and then right under our very noses. 
Even the best of 'em don't see anything 
wrong with stripping a body or two, 
aud there's many a family around here 
as gets its bread and butter from that 
sort of thing. 
Between you and me, 


there's more of it happens than people 
suspect!" 


I asked him how the work was done. 
"Done?" said the guard. "Why it's 


mostly done with what we call 'lure 
lights.' And this is how they do it. 
The cottagers along this coast here once 
in awhile set a lamp swinging in their 
window. Nowadays as soon as wo see 
ono of those lure lights we go in and 
squelch it, but once there was a time of 
a squally night when you'd see enough 
of "era swinging away in the windows 
along here. Why do they do it? Well, 
out there"—pointing seaward with his 
glass—"of » dark night seamen natu- 
rally think that swinging light ia noth- 
ing more than a riding light or lamps 
on a lightship, or perhaps a vessel 
swinging at anchor in deep water, and 
naturally enough they come right for 
'em every time. The first thing they 
know, of courso, they have pounded upon, 
the rocks and are going to pieces. 


"You see, times have been hard 


about here for many a year, and these 
people say they've got to live eonie way 
or other. And whenever a wreck does 
come ashore a Cornishman seems able 
to smell it out like a bloodhound. After 
• big wreck they go swarming down 
those cliffs like red ants, and then you 
can often seo them fighting like hungry 
dogs to get hold of tho first body tiiat 
cornea ashore. It'sqneer, too, but they'11 
do anything to save a life, and help the 
women and children, but when they're 
once dead they just plunder and noth- 
ing rnora Why, I've even known 'em 
to knock oat tho teeth from a body 
just to get the gold fillings, if they hap- 
pnn to cpn any. Of ronrpo wo pfnp Vm 
from stripping the bodies when we can, • 
but a man can't be everywhere at once, 
and these folks are just like rats when 
there's a wreck anywhere abont I 


"But if yon want to hear abont wreck- 


ing iJong this coast, though, just go np 
aud see old John Torquay at his cottage 
over yonder. He was at it before I was 


born, and the old man likes to talk 
about old times." 


Oid John Torquay's house was two 


miles west of the village. I paid him a 
visit and found him a gaunt, white 
haired old fellow of SH) years, palsied, 
but bnnt^jlcnt of aspect. 


"Ah, no, young man," ho exclaimed, 


with a ppnsivo wish, "times aren't what 
they used to he! What with steam and 
Lloydx and coast guards it's all a man 
en n do to koup body and soul together. 
Thu old days are gone. Why, 1 min4 
now when the old Marathon can f 
ashore 'j-sh on 65 ysar BJJO. . There w.a| 


fine doings then, aniT moWor -tho-«\m 
Mmo floating in like the gift of God 
when she broke up. I never soon a ves- 
sel break up as nice as she did! An, we 
all had our jewulry in thorn days, aud 
there wasn't a good looking girl from 
Peuzuuco to Land's End but had her 
Injun tihawl, lit for the queen herself— 
God Muss her!—aud good bilk enough 
for a couple of Sunday gowns. I iniiid, 
too, it was old Jim Hotluy as set tbo 
light that time. Ho was a daredevil, 
was Jim, dei'.d and gone this 40 year. I 
mind wo used to call him Old Nick, for 
he weren't one to stick at nothing, he 
weren't. Them were good times theu, 
eh? You mind, too, perhaps?" ho asked 
wistfully as his eyes watched a sturdy 
trainp steamer churning up tbe coast. 
Tho old man lit his pipe with shak- 
iiig fingers and then went on. It took 
him several minutes to gather up the 
scattered threads of his memory: "But 
those Injiumeu days, young man, them 
were tbo good days for us. There waa 
no thieving and begging then. Every 
one of us was all honest men. They 
used to come rolling up the channel, 
two or three of 'em a week, and full of 
everything oue could ever want."

by tbe Au»tr»ll*i» Htxbluen—Ilant 
Hut-kin* In Khiva. 
It has boon said that tbe natives of un- 


civilized or Kemicivilized countries had no 
FOILS" of humor. A knowledge of their 
habits upsets this thoory altogether. The 
Australian aborigines indulge in a form 
of onturtiilnmant known us the "coro- 
borcc," which is probably unequalod in 
the world for woird «nd fantastic effect. 
It is (;iv<ju on various occasions lor public 
rejcicing, such as a victory over a hostile 
trilm, tbo killing of a largo number of. 
snakes, otc. It generally begins a6 dusk 
and does not end till dawn. This is the 
way it is done: 


A large bonfire Ss lighted on an open 


spnci", around which tho whole tribe col- 
louts—of courso at a rcspw.tablo distance. 
Tho dancers, who are always men, now 
retiro to a neighboring bush to dress up, 
or ri'.ther to put on their war paint. This 
is done literally, chalk, charcoal and ocher 
be!n{{ freely used for the purpose. Then 
they I'.msrge from tho bush and strike up 
an attitude in front of the fire, as a sort of 
tableau vivant, to tho great astonish- 
ment of the crowd. 
Then they retire 


again for a few minutes and come out in 
a ni!W rig out. 


This is only a preliminary. In the ac- 


tual performance the men emerge in twos 
and threes—dancing tho while to the ao- 
companiment of a couple of boomerangs 
rattled together by a player in front—and 
enter tho ring in full view of the specta- 
tors. There they sing and dance, at first 
!n a slow, melancholy, dreamy chant, then 
in a fierce, wild roar of triumph, to por- 
tray their various passions in love and 
war. 
Sometimes ca«h gives his own ver- 


sion of affairs independently, and some- 
times all dance together to illustrate some 
event of o national character. 


When th« interest of tho spectators be- 


gins to flag, all tho dancers vanish simul- 
taneously Into tho bush for awhile. Sud- 
denly one creeps out mysteriously and be- 
gins to mimio the actions, tone of voice, 
etc., of some public personage in the tribe 
who happens to be among the spectators. 
Then the others come out and follow suit, 
surrounding their unfortunate victim and 
irritating him by every means in their 
power, to the huge delight of the crowd, 
for this Is a privileged occasion and in 
the absence of newspaper critics in tho 
land a public opportunity for paying off 
old scores against their leading politicians. 


The more the culprit objects and loses 


his temper tho more they torment him 
and make him miserable—till suddenly 
they transfer their attention to some other 
person whom they also consider fair game. 
Thus do the savages of Australia, who are 
the savagest of all savages, enjoy them- 
ielves at the eiponso of their brethren. 


Itinerant performers are common in the 


east. An Egyptian bear dancer goes about 
from house to house with a large and 
healthy looking bruin. 
Through the 


beast's nose is a ring to which is tied a 
rope, and he is compelled to go through a 
series of dances and awkward perform- 
ances. His claws are clipped. 


The "bunder wallah," or monkey dancer 


of India, is always a favorite with the 
public. His stock in trade consists of two 
monkeys (a male and a female), a he goat 
and a bundle containing colored rags, 
bells, heads and other odds and ends. The 
two monkeys are first made tu dance, skip, 
vault, turn somersaults, etc.; then as a re- 
ward for their skill they are solemnly mar- 
ried to each other. 
The female is dressed 


op in gorgeous rags, with bells, beads and 
other ornaments, and the marriage cere- 
mony performed over the pair by the 
trainer. The rite varies according to local 
custom, bat ends in every ease in a tri- 
umphal ride for the bridegroom on the 
goat, leaving the bride disconsolate on the 
ground. Sometimes the goat is made to 
give an independent exhibition, which gen- 
erally ends In his having to stand on four 
pieces of wood, one on top of another, and 
each no more than two Inches in diameter. 
This serves to bring down the house, and 
often tbe goat with it. 


In India nro the snake charmers and 


jugglers famous the world over. In Japan 
expert street tumblers are common. 


Iu Khiva an exhilarating sport is the 


ram flght. The two rams are taken 30 or 
80 feet apart and then let go. They seem 
to recognize in each other their natural 
antagonist. So with bent head they rush 
furiously on avd meet in the middle with 
a terrific crash. One would imagine that 
any skull would be smashed by such a col- 
lision; not so, however, with these rams. 
They aro merely dazed for a moment, and 
immediately soparated, so to speak, by 
their respective bottle holders. After a 
little rubbing down they are started afresh, 
with the same result, and so on, the 
contostcontinuing till one or other skull is 
cracked and tho unfortunate beast rolls 
over. In the middle of a sort of raised 
platform is the local magnate, who usual- 
ly presides on these occasions. 


In India circus performers stroll from 


house to house and exhibit their skill upon 
the slightest pretense. A long pole is 
placed on the ground and held in position 
by four guy ropes. It carries two hori- 
zontal bars near the top for tho support of 
the performers. That is all, the wholo 
structure requiring about five minutes to 
rig up. Then the show liogins. 


One of tha performers steps forward, 


salaams to the spectators and starts tum- 
bling about the ground with various con- 
tortions, chanting tho while in a weird 
monotone to tho accompaniment of a tam- 
tam. Then he jumps up, climbs up the 
pole and goes through a few more tricks 
on tho horizontal bar. In tho meantime 
another player steps forward and begins 
a game of his own. Being generally dis- 
guised in a fantastic manner, with f enth- 
frs, skins, etc., he causes much merri- 
ment by his ludicrous mimicry of birds 
mid animals, and thereby starts a shower 
of coppers from the bystanders. Then ha 
throws off his disguise, does a few more 
antics on the ground, and finally climbs 
up the polo to join his colleague. There 
the two go through a few evolutions, 
while perhaps a third performer begins on 
the ground. 


In China a regular Punch and Jr.dy 


•how is a common street amusement. On 
high days and holidays tho heathen China- 
man gives himself up entirely to enjoy- 
ment. All business is laid asido for the 
mnraent. nnd rothingshort, of n bombard- 
ment of thoir town by a foreign fleet 
would induce them to give up thoir fun 
for the day.

pleasure seekers, attired

Water is taken out

i to protect the miners.

After tho crude mica is taken from 


the mines it is first roughly trimmed 
and theu sorted into different grades, 


', according to sizes and quality. It is 


; theu taken to the mica workers, who 


eplit it up and scribe ont tbe size for it 


1 to be cut into by the shearers, tha cot 
; pieces then being cleaned, weighed and 


packed ready for shipment. The mica 
is then transported to general ware- 
houses iu baskets on tho backs of bcl- 
locks and iu bullock carts. In this way 
jt is carried hundreds of miles to ship- 
ping points at a speed of abont ten 
miles a day. 


Tho mica can be split down to .0008 


of an inch in thickness. Being both 
fireproof and transparent, it is very use* 
ful for EGiiuy purposes iu the arta, ba» 
sides beiug an excellent insulator.-*

One is the daughter of a late famous 
artist and v.vs taught painting by hat 
father. She is quite unable to distin- 
guish red from green, but her colors ara 
all labeled with the names, and sb* 


j has been taught which to use for cer- 
' tsin effects. Possibly her painting may 


seem to her eyes, as it were, drawing 
with a brush and "shading" with. th« 
colors. 


! 
The other is a lady artist of some 


celebrity, wiio baa for years exhibited 
annually iu London. The public is not 
aware that she is color blind. Sha 
painted tfce "Wedding Group" for a 
certain nobl-j bridegroom a year or two 
ago and alco several public men's por- 
traits and oue of an eminent physician 
fetched oOO guineas. 


There is a gentleman residing at 


Kensington v?ho, having years ago left 
tbe navy though finding his advance- 
ment hopelessly barred by bis color 
blindness, is at present making several 
hundreds a year by bis brush as aif 
artist, designing most artistic and. 
brightly col cured picture posters for ad« 
vertisement hoardings. — London

CITY'S WORK FOR YEAR 


Commissioner Emigh Makes 


His Preliminary Re- 


port Today. 


PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS

Work

Revised. Interesting Figures 


of What Has Been Done. 


Commissioner of Public Works Emigh 
made 
his preliminary report of the 


year's public works to jMayor Cady 
this- morning-. 
it is an interesting 


document, and includes practically all 
that his tinal report at the close of the 
year \vili show, 
althouRh not in so 


great detail. It deals with the work 
that has been clone in water works ex- 
tension, siduwalks, sewers, and paving. 


Under the head of -water pipe ex- 


tension is given a table showing the 
streets on which pipe has been laid, 
the length and size of me pipe. The 
smiounts are rather evenly distributed 
over about a dozen streets and in 
Bluckinton, the latter having the lar- 
BOSL amount with 2100 feet in all of 
four and six inch pipe. In all there 
was laid 5449 feet of pipe, of which 
2027 feet was four inch, 2847 feet of six 
inch, and 575 of 10 and 12 inch. 
The 


streets and places where pipe was iaid 
are as follows: 
Blackinton, Gooclrieh 


street, Cady 
street, 
South Church 


street, Dover street, AVmter street, 
Elmwood avenue, Hoosac street, State 
street. "U'alnut street, Summit avenue, 
and the reservoir. 


It will be seen that the total is a 


little more than a. mile of pip^, and 
that the places covered are distributed 
about the city wherever the most im- 
perative needs were. 


In addition to the extension of pipe, 


there has been one important improve- 
ment to the water works system which 
was mentioned in the papers at the 
time it was done. A gate well has 
been built at the upper distributing 
reservoir, which enables the depart- 
ment to maintain the water supply in 
elevated parts of the city during re- 
pairs or cleaning of this upper service. 
This was a. heavy piece of work in 
solid masonry, and a very important 
addition to the waterworks system. 
Both distributing reservoirs have also 
been cleaned. 


The work in sidewalks has been ex- 


tensive, 6,180 square yards of concrete 
having been laid, equivalent to about 
9.270 linear feet of walk six feet wide 
about 1% miles. A considerable amount 
has been laid along the streets which 
were paved, made necessary by the 
tearing up of the old walks for new 
curbing. The streets on which walks 
have been laid are Ashland, Bank, 
Blackinton, Church, Eagle, Holden, 
Main, Marshall 
and 
Union, besides 


small areas in various places. 
There 


has been 2021 feet of curbing put in, 
mostly on Ashland street. 


Of sewer pipe, 8,970 feet has been 


put in. 
Domestic sewers took 3,675 


feet of this, and surface sewers 5,205 
feet. The report goes into some detail 
in a table of sizes and lengths, and 
shows sewers laid in the following 
streets: 
Ashland, 
Beaver, 
Church, 


Davenport, Eagle, Harris, Hathaway, 
Hoosac, 
Liberty, 
Marlon 
avenue, 


Meadow, river line by Union street, 
West Main street, Bank, Holden, Rand, 
Reed, North Holden, Summer, Morris 
and Main. Eight, 15 and 20 inch pipe 
was most largely used. 


In conection with the surface sewers 


there have been laid six catch basins 
and one intake. 


The work of paving is more familiar 


to all. The streets on which paving 
was done are Main, Bank and Morris, 
Hoiden, Eagle and Union. Brick has 
been^ used except for a few yards of 
granite on Eagle street. These streets 
were selected on the basis,of neea, and 
the choice met with the approval of 
all. 
The total laid was 8326 square 


yards, with 3S72 feet of curbing along 
the paved portions. 


In connection with this report, al- 


though of course not included in it, is 
the statement of the fact that the city- 
debt has been increased by only $15,000, 
of which $17,500 was for special appro- 
priations passed by the council. These 
appropriations were $9000 for the li- 
bary completion $5000 for the normal 
school, and $3500 for repairs at Drury. 
This leaves a net increase for perma- 
nent improvements of only $27,500. 


Including the paved gutters on the 


sides of the streets, there has been 
laid about 7,500 square yards of ma- 
cadam, over a linear distance of about 
3,000 feet. Most of this was on the 
Beaver road.

Nicholas Nestor died in Charlestown 


state prison last night, after an illness 
of 
several months with pneumonia.

Since 
his imprisonment Nestor has steadily 
grown worse, and a few days ago it 
was seen tha.t he could not live, and 
his family was informed of his condi- 
tion. 


Nestor was a very young man, who 


by those who knew him best was not 
considered mentaly responsible for the 
tendency to which he succumbed, and 
which finally brought him to the place 
in which he died.
